19835 一 was the rising anti-Asian sentiment across the US. 

The sentment manifested itself in several areas and in 
Imany forms. Physical violence is by far the most extreme 
exXpression of this sentiment. In almost every metropolitan 
center with visible Asian American presence, there had been 
reports of raclally inspired violence against Asian lives and 
property. Thus far，government response has been slow and 


ineffective. 


Equally alarming to the Asian American community are 
reports of anti-Aslian sentiment in the elite universities and 
colleges across the nation. Several Ivy League Universities 
and the Unlversity of California at Berkeley and Los Angeles 
were charged with discriminatory admissions policies and 
Practices toward Asian applicants. 

Both forms of anti-Asian sentiment must remain a matter 
of foremost concern to the Asian American community. Not 
to be overlooked 1s how government agencies respond to 
racist behavlor. We have every right to _ expect prompt and 
thorough actions by ouUr govenment. However a joint and 
determined effort of both the community and government is 
Decessary to Stop these manifestations of ani-Asian racism .

Finally，housing quality 1S 
ciearly an Important objective， 
but one that must not be at 
the expense of affordability or 
quantity，The level of quality 
must always be linked to what 
1 financially feasible to keep 
housing affordable. 
Furthermore， we reject the 
notion that market rate Unlts 
will solve the housing problem 
in Chinatown.

indicate what can be done on 
public or institutionally owned 
Sites with federal financing. 


CONVERSION 


The YWCA converted and 
renovated a _ transient hotel 
into 98 studios using federal 
Section 202 funds. Although 
transient units were lost ln the 
process, the project resulted in 
3a major increase 10 Der7mateHtt 
affordable housing.， Hence， 
housing quality was greatly 
improved by creatin8 larger 


units with individual 
kitchens and baths and 
without Sacrificing either 


affordabiltty or quantity. It 
ts important to note that the 
building was Seismically 
reinforced，showing that the 
Seismic 1sSue alone Should not 
make new construction the 
"only"” alternative. 

On Lok House，a 53-unit 
reslidential facility， was 
developed as aa unique 
environment combining 
housing for the frall elderly 
with a full array of social and 
health services. As with the 
YWCA project， it was 
developed under the Section 
202 program. The site wasS 
previously non-reslidential，SoO 
On Lok?”s construction of 353 
Units was 3a 100 percent net 
gain in new housing. 

Perhaps more than any other 
housing project， Mel Lun Yuen 
iS perceived as the standard 
fFOTRqalaty aoOd3DLE 
housing.， Here，as in other 
Subsidized projects， larger 
units were created, as required 
by HUD guidelines. The site 
was developed to provide a 
maximum number of unlts (in 


thisw cases LUntSDSAm 
attempt was also made to 
maximize the number oOf 


perSons housed by encouraging 
the Sharing of unlts by Single 
individuals. Mei Lun Yuen 
provides senior and family 
Ditswonetheasamem stteawa 
pollicy choice made by the 
project Sponsor， the 
Presbyterlan Church，to meet 
both family and senior 
houslng needs.

QUALITY 


Are Single room oOccupancy 
residential hotels (SROS) 
quality housing? This is 3 
question that has been asked 
frequently in the past few 
years， It is a difficult one， 
To answer it、we must also 


ask， "Compared to what2?” 
Again，we cannot divorce the 
issue of quality from quantity 
and affordabillity. 

Without question， new 
housing Such as Mel Lun Yuen 
(300-400 square foot units， 
individual kitchens and baths， 
etc.) is of higher quality than 
80-120 Square foot hotel 
rooms._ However，when we 
assess_ the _ potential for major 
new Subsidized housing Under 
the Reagan adminlistration， 
the hope for many more Mel 
Lun Yuens for Chinatown in 


thessftopseceable utresats 
unrealistic. 
The Clayton Hotel， 


renovated and managed by the 
Chinese Community Housing 
Corporation EGGITEGR 
ljlustrates the decisions and 
policy issues involved in SRO 


rehabilitation projects.， The 
Claytonis an SO 
residential hotel on Clay 


Street with rents averagling 
$120 per month. 

Quite simply，the choice was 
made to maximize federal 
Section 8 program to finance 
the renovation into 1larger 
units.， However，this would 
have resulted in a reduction 
of 25$-30 units in a _ building 
that was already almost fully 
occupied. CCHC would have 
been Improving quality at the 
expense of 3$0-60 existing 
tenants who would have no 
hosuing at all.， Moreover，even 
If federal Subsidies ( and 
standards) were not pursued， 
the renovation to larger_ Units 
-- Say，40 unlits at 200 Square 
feet each -- woulid have 
increased rents to a level 
unaffordable to botfn existlng 
and new tenants.

In the future，when housing 
demand and demographics 
may change，we might look 
flexibly at the conversion of 
existing projects into fewer 
but larger units. Such 
adaptive Te-use can be done 
under the guidelines of the 
forthcoming Chinatown 
Master Plan. 

Housing quality, then，can be 
seecnaiin the conatext -01 
different models: from Meli 
Lun Yuen to SRO renovations. 
One model may repreSent an 
tdealapsbutisSeVeEeyy 
constrained by the practical 
realities of lack of land and 
public subsidies. IThe other 
represents more of a minimurn 
standard that places 
affordability first. Both 
models seek to maximize 
housing quantity given .the 
tremendous current and future 
demand in Chinatown.，、 And 


both models value 
management and Supportive 
services as critical elements in 
defining quality. 

Housing ultimately Should be 
as varied as passible 1n 
benefiting the changing 
population in our community. 
We should remember that 
rmany different DAnySical 
Lypes are needed: major new 
Subsidized construction，mixed 
USe new construction， 
rehabilitation Of exlsting 
buildin8ss Such as SROS， 
flexible adaptive -refuse of 
existing residential or 
commercial bulildings，etc.

The Task Force charged the 
University with Using discrimina- 
tory means In 1984 that precipi- 
tated“a signifcant and dispropor- 
tional decline”in the admission of 
Asian applicants. The problem at 
UC Berkeley was also reported at 
UCLA and Ivy League Universi-

and national media attention in the 
NY 7T2?zaes, 世 4 7T?zmaes and Was1z7ag- 
1o71 三 ost. 

Two other public policy issues 
of Importance to the Asian Ameri- 
can communlity In 198$ were US 
Attorney General Edwin Meese's 
attempt to persuade President Rea- 
gan to amend Executive Order 
11246 so as to prohibit the use of 
goals and timetables by federal 
contractors in the hiring and pro- 
motlon of mlinorities and women， 
and Education Secretary William 
Bennetts proposal to deregulate 
federal billingual education pro- 
grams. Both proposals drew vocal 
Protests from the Asian American 
comImtunity. 

Aside from the civil rights lssues 
that dominated the_ community 
news media，several 1mportant 
events In 1985 will also be long 
remembered. The successful cam- 
palgn of Mike\Woo foraseat on the 
LA City Council marked the first 
Asian American to be elected to 
that body and easily made him one 
of the most visible Asian politi- 
cians in the US. 

The problems that plagued the 
banking Industry in the US last 
year also inflicted casualties in 
the Chinese American community. 
Among those hit hardest were the 
Golden Pacific in NY Chinatown， 
Unlited Bank in San Francisco and 
the Overseas Trust Bank of Hong 
上 ong with branches in North 
America. 

The lssue that has been most 
divislive In SF Chinatown 1s hous- 
ing. The fght over the future 
development of the Orangeland/ 
Pineview slte Pitted community 
agencles against each other. Atthe 
end，the project was killed and 
Pineview 1ls now in the process of 
looking for a new site. 

The future of Chinatown also 
recelved consliderable attention and 
divided the community. All major 
parties agreed that Chinatown 
needed a master plan to guide its 
future development. but they did 
not agree on how best to PreservVve 
and develop Chinatown.
